Every stamp 
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OW many times have you and 

I wandered among the frames 

at an exhibition to be brought 

up short before a display that 
caused us to exclaim: 

“By George, there’s an idea! Why 
didn’t I think to work up a little special- 
ized collection along that line a few 
years ago when the price was still with- 
in my reach?” 

Oh, you and I have done it and then 
condemned ourselves because we couldn’t 
seem to think of something original, as 
well as interesting, to develop in our 
album. No, more’s the pity, we have 
gone on following the orthodox trend of 
accumulating what most everybody else 
has and then informing the club exhibi- 
tion committee that we have nothing to 
display or to talk about. 

So hcre’s a tip, give it some consid- 
eration before you pass it by. Why not 
give a whirl to the 1928 and 1929-31 
issues of Newfoundland? The possibili- 
ties in these three issues—so closely re- 
lated as to necessitate collecting all—are 
sufficient to satisfy any yearning for 
something different. 

The Standard Catalogue hits the high 
spots in differentiating between the orig- 
inal and re-engraved stamps but does not 
go into the minor varieties found in each 
issue. Despite the fact certain values 
seem to have been drained from post 
offices by speculators, prices of the 
stamps have not appreciated too rapidly 
to be out of reach for many thousands 
of collectors. 

For much of the technical information 
offered here we are indebted to the 
study of these issues made by A. E. 
Ginn. But five of the fifteen stamps in 
the original issue are passed over as 
offering no varieties of importance al 
though it is more than possible that dis- 
coveries have been made that have not 
come to our attention. These values are 
the 4, 5, 9, 12 and 15-cent which may 
give budding specialists enough diffi- 
culty in the way of getting decently cen- 
tered copies. The 4, 9 and 12-cent, in 
particular, seem to have been handled 
recklessly in the perforating process.

8-cent 

A view of Heart's Content, the headquar- 
ters of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
in that country. The first trans-Atlantic cable 
was landed at this point in 1866. The stamp 
offers a number of minor varieties. The ‘1!’ 
of “‘landed’’ sometimes leans to the right and 
the “1"’ of “1866" is often defective. 


9-cent 

Cabot Tower. Constructed as a memorial 
to the discoverer of Newfoundland on the 
occasion of the 400th anniversary of John 
abot’s arrival at St. John’s. This is one of 
the historic spots of the new world for it was 


in this tower in 1901 that Marconi received 
the first trans-Atlantic wireless signal and later 
from the same location the first trans-Atlantic 
telephone conversation was accomplished. The 
tower is on Signal Hill overlooking the harbor 
of the town. 


10-cent 

National War Memorial. Unveiled by the 
late Earl Haig in 1924, the memorial stands 
on King’s Beach at St. John’s where Sir 
Humphrey Gilbert, in 1583, took possession of 
New Found Land for Queen Elizabeth. Purple 
and violet are the 10-cent shades. Purple 
— on perforation 14; violet on 1314 by 
934

General Post Office at St. John’s. 


15-cent 


Vickers-Vimy plane in which Sir John Al- 
cock and Sir Arthur Whitten Brown made 
the first non-stop trans-Atlantic crossing. The 
ship is seen leaving Lester’s Field at St. John’s 
as it took off on the 1919 flight.

Newfoundland’s House of Parliament at St. 
John’s. Perforations 1334x1234 and 14 


30-cent 


Grand Falls of Labrador. The falls are 
greater than Niagara and the stamp design 
was adapted from a photograph by Varick 
Frissell, an American explorer. Pale sepia and 
deep sepia are the shades.

re-engravings it is necessary to explain 
that the first issue was produced by 
Whitehead, Morris & Company, Ltd., of 
London, who held a contract with the 
Newfoundland government. This con- 
tract expired the following year and as 
some of the 1928 issue was exhausted 
and new supplies were badly needed, 
Newfoundland ordered more stamps— 
but not from the Whitehead firm. The 
order went to John Dickinson & Com- 
pany which failed to obtain the old dies 
from Whitehead and was compelled to 
do its own engraving. 

Now a word about certain shortages 
in the first issue which are reflected to- 
day in catalogue quotations. 

The “publicity issue,” as it was called, 
was to have been placed on general sale 
Jan. 1, 1928, but it was discovered that 
so many of the then current pictorial 
stamps were in stock that it would be 
best to delay sale of the new issue until 
the old stamps had been sold. Accord- 
ingly the “publicity issue” was placed in 
the wholesale department of the post 
office and sold only in complete sets for 
atime. Jan. 3 is given as first day of 
sale. 

Stocks of the 9-cent denomination 
were the first to disappear. It was not 
an important value so far as fitting post- 
age rates was concerned and it was not 
reprinted. Within a year English cata- 
logues had jumped the price of the 9- 
center to $1.25 and the 1932 Standard 
Catalogue pulled it up to $2.50. The 
12-cent stamp was the next to fade away 
and it now ranks second to the 9-cent 
in price. 

The 14-cent stamp appeared in Au- 
gust of 1928 and the 28-center became 
availabie in November of that year, 
completing the set of fifteen. 

The Dickinson re-engravings of this 
set are described in the Standard Cat- 
alogue. A geographical error on the 1 
cent value was corrected and the por- 
traits are better done than in the orig- 
inals. Too, the stamps appeared on 
thicker and softer paper in sheets of 100 
and the gum was thick, yellow and un- 
evenly applied. 


Dickinson was expected to deliver the 
new printing in August of 1929 but be- 
cause the shipment was a few days late 
and supplies of the current 3-cent stamp 
were exhausted, the Newfoundland Post 
Office Department resorted to a sur- 
charge. Approximately 100,000 copies 
of the 6-cent stamp of the 1923 set were 
reduced to 3 cents value by the local 
application of a surcharge. Speculators 
bought heavily and succeeded in ac- 
cumulating many thousands of copies 
although restrictions were placed on the 
sale and no person was supposed to ob- 
tain more than twenty-five copies of the 
stamp. 

These surcharges account for some of 
the Newfoundland rarities. 

The Dickinson re-engraved stamps are 
found with two types of perforation for 
most values, one clean cut, the other 
quite rough. The chief variations in the 
second set seem to be shades although 
the Standard Catalogue lists one double

MISINFORMATION The misinforma- 
FOR COLLECTORS tion deliberately 

sent out by some 
stamp dealers in the hope of leading col- 
ectors into speculation is not only re- 
grettable but little short of deserving a 
mighty ugly word. Most men connected 
with the publishing and selling end of the 
hobby are making an effort to keep the 
collector informed of facts and to dis- 
courage tendencies to wrap up hard 
earned money in quantities of stamps 
with the avowed purpose of making an 
easy and magnificent profit. 

But listen to this bunk which was 
released under date of Oct. 4 in a small 
house organ of dealers who have preached 
consistently that it is possible to make 
$20,000 a year in the stamp market al- 
though there is a pronounced lack of 
evidence that these particular dealers 
are making anywhere near that figure: 





WANTED—$15,000.00 
FOR 10c PARK PANES 


Approximately 1,500,000 panes 
of the 10c Park have not as yet 
been sold from the 5,000,000 print- 
ed. These represent a cash pur- 
chase of only $15,000. A profit of 
$5,000 might be made from such a 
purchase within a month’s time. 
The stamps are always good for 
postage, therefore your original in- 
vestment of $15,000 is “safe.” And 
a chance for an increase in price 
is a 99 to 1 shot. Who has $15,000 
to invest? 

The Tipex sheets created a 
speculative orgy seldom witnessed. 
There were 5,000,000 Tipex sheets 
printed; the same number as the 
10c Park panes. If the Tipex 
were a good investment, the Parks 
will be also. 











In the first place the above item is 
incorrect in that the official government 
figures on TIPEX is 2,809,039 sheets. 
In the second place 1,500,000 sheets of 
the 10-cent Park souvenir have a face 
value of $150,000 and hardly could be 
purchased from the government for 
$15,000. In the third place, prior to 
publication of this highly misinformative 
article, an order for the printing of an 
additional 5,000,000 10-cent Park sheets 
was announced. In the fourth place we 
feel for the poor devil whose only pro- 
tection of a $15,000 investment is the 
fact that he can use it as postage—un- 
less he is a member of the firm of 


Montgomery Ward & Company.

designs.

Boom in Colonials 


Evidence from many directions indi 
cates an unusual interest in the several 
fine pictorial sets that have been pro- 
jduced for British possessions during re- 
cent years with the Falkland Islands 
centenary issue leading the procession. 
This set of twelve stamps which had a 
| face value of approximately $10 is being 
| sought now at $80 with holders asking 
'above $90. What an appreciation on 
the investment for those who bought the 
stamps back in 1933! 








The Falklands really failed to get go- 
ing until the last year. The 1937 Stand- 
ard Catalogue listed the stamps at $57.50 
but collectors were not fooled by that. 
Long before the 1938 edition skyrocket- 
ed quotations to $115.60 for the set, it 
was not to be obtained at anything like 
the old catalogue price. In fact, these 
stamps are so scarce that the price is 
expected to continue to climb until it 
reaches a level where demand will be 
outdistanced. 

We note that other British Colonial 
commemorative sets are in unusual de- 
rand. A glance at the weekly bid sheet 
of the Mint Sheet Brokerage Company 
reveals that the Sierra Leone Wilber- 
force set is not being offered despite a 
published bid of $80. There are offers 
of $65 for the St. Kitts centenary and 
$20 for the St. Helena centenary but no 
supplies at that price. 

Undoubtedly the Jubilees and Corona- 
tions have played an important part in 
pulling other colonial issues into demand 
in the United States where British 
colonials have long enjoyed a steady but 





hardly phenomenal patronage.

We 
have frequent complaints of 
small parcels which have taken 
four or five days to go a couple 
hundred miles and from five 
days to a week to travel 500 to 
1000 miles for delivery. 

We publish this warning be- 
cause others must experience the 
same slow delivery and collectors 
who want covers usually put it 
off till the last minute and fre- 
quently their orders arrive too 
late. For our part we have been 
able to fill orders on the day we 
receive them so we know that 
the delay is not our fault
